Why can t we finish up the term 
before Christmas? And then start 
the second term in January? What 
is the sense in having two vaca- 
tions, and things so broken up? 

I have talked to at least a dozen 
people and everyone of them had 
either scorn or amused contempt 
for the present system. 

The following sample solution 
was favored by everyone I ques- 
tioned : 

1) Open school the first week in 
September, cut out all minor holi- 
days and complete the term before 
Christmas. 

2> Then, either have a prolonged 
holiday of two additional weeks 'a 
total of one month) and resume 
school in the middle of January, 
and get out the usual time in the 
spring. 

3 1 Or. resume school, as usual the 
first of January, and then get out 
by the middle of May. 

I believe this plan would save 
:ime by eliminating the second va- 
cation, or rather combining the two 
holidays into one.

By Allies, Reds

: after all. isn't it very interest - 
inp to live in Berlin? ' 

Come on. dear American friend, 
let me show you this Eldorado and 
you will see. 

But pet your boots and your cour- 
age, so that you won t get lost in 
the mud 

We arrive at the airport in Berlin- 
Tempelhof . This is where the present 
heart of the city beats. This is the 
unique spot, where hope and confi- 
dence and new energy are unloaded 
with the cans and boxes from across 
the sea. 

You are impressed, and you watch 
the arrival of planes the contents of 
which keep a city from starving. 

We take a streetcar after we have 
eft the airport You glance through 
.he window and do not seem to see 
inything in particular. This is 
American sector, as big posters on 
street corners tell you. 

Over there, the huge building with 
he American flag on top. is "Tele- 
unken Something that was left 
>ver from Germany's industrial life 
tt is American headquarters now. 
Hundreds of German employees 
*alk through the doorway. Their 
faces look tired and worried, but not 
iiscontent. They have salaries. .And 
-hey have daily noon meals without 
ration cards. 

Enter Russian Sector 

We proceed toward the center of 
the city, entering the Russian sector. 
And there it is suddenly. Berlin in 
ishes. Are you surprised? You have 
Been pictures. But this is reality. 

Traflic noise echoes in window 
holes ol empty houses at both ..ides 
..1 the street. The walls are cracked 
and turned black in fire. The side- 
walks are covered with rubbish that 
has become harsh in rain and cold. 

What is the matter? The streetcar 
has stopped. Electricity has gone. 

People get out and proceed on foot. 

Let s have a look around. We find 
a store among the ruins. The display 
shows children's toys of thin metal 
and wood. We remove the piece of 
heavy cloth that serves as door adn 
go in. 

Don't you want a souvenir of 
Berlin? The storekeeper brings a 
music box He turns the key and it 
plays "Du kannst nicht treu scin,"

Do you liave eastern currency?"

Afterwards we .limb over a )amp 
post that lies flat on the ground You

behind us We turn around and see 
nothing but the silhouettes of de- 
stroyed roofs and chimneys against 
the sky But there conies life from 
the basement, where people live. 
There are tulips on the window 
board and garlic, planted in flower

I.inclrn Trees Gone 

The linden trees have gone. They 
were removed under the Nazi re- 
gime. You find nothing left of the 
glamorous opera houses, monuments, 
and museums. People walk along I 
dead street : poorly dressed Germans 
in ragged boots and dirty 



And here we are. We stand in 
of two Russian guards and 
he golden letters over the en- 
trance of the building, "House of 
Culture." 

Take your gum out, American 
friend, these are sacred halls. 

We enter and immediately find 
ourselves opposite Stalin's huge por- 
trait. He looks grim. In fact, he has 
nothing to smile about. 

We walk through the reception 
room, the library, and the theater. 
We admire gilded furniture, pompous 
wall-paper, thousands of volumes 
on Soviet literature, and a picture of 
Ivan the Terrible. Do we, really? 

Or do we see and hear something 
behind the glitter, faces that are 
motionless an cruel, hands that are 
dirty and blood-spotted, voices ihat 
are eager and noisy? 

Let's get out of here, friend, I 
feel my breath taken away from me. 

When we come to Alexanderplatz. 
we get into a crowd of people. Black 
Market Center. Anything you want 
to buy? You won't need any ration 
cards, just a bit of both eastern and 
western currencies and a quick eye 
to catch the cop when he shows up. 



A small child 
asks for something to eat 
ralfinesse? Anyway, give 
thing, he has so hungry eyes. 

You look tired, my friend, and 
your shoes are all covered with dust. 
But let me show you one more vhing 
before I take you home with me. We 
walk across the square to the rail- 
road station. It is 6 p m. and every- 
body comes from work who has any. 
We throw a glance at the mass that 
crowds around the ticket office. 

We look into weary, unshaved faces 
and listen to unkind words when 
we are pushed up the steps with ihe 
stream. One woman makes a hys- 
terical outcry. Her suitcase has 
opened and potatoes are rolling out 
which are immediately stepped on 
l,y t lie masses. She may have gotten 
them from relatives on the country. 

The train takes us out of the Rus- 
sian sector back to the western area. 
Slowly the picture changes. People 



that now walk in at the shops are 
better dressed, their conversation 
livelier. One man tells about his 
troubles. 

"I ani working in the Russian sec- 
tor," he sajs. "and I live in the 
American sector. I am payed in east- 
ern currency, but what can I do with 
it? Eastern money has no value, and 
there are items, food and others, 
which I have to buy and pay for in 
western money in the sec tor where I 
live If only the Russians 

Where Is End 

The Russians, the Russians, the 
Russians . . . iieople clench their 
fists when they speak the word and 
press their lips together in bitterness 
and despair. Where and when is an 
end to all Ml. 

We get out of the train in Berlin" 
Steglitz I want you to meet a friend 
of mine. We go to her apartment 
and you will see something funny. 

We knock and she opens with a 
candle in her hand. Her household 
is granted a two-hour electricity 
supply within 14 days. 

We come into the living room and 
yon look puzzled. What's all this 
about? 

Pots and bowls are placed all over 
the floor. They catch thin streams 
of snow-water that is slowly dripping 
through the ceiling. 

"We haven't got a roof," my friend 
explains. • 

After we have left I tell you about 
our hostess. Her brother was a stu- 
dent at the University of Berlin 
which is under Russian control. He 
did not want to pretend, no, he did- 
n't. 

And he said something, something 
against the Red regime which had 
made his mind work and his blood 
boil. And then he disappeared, just 
didn't come back one day. Hts 
mother and his sister, however, re- 
ceived a tiny postcard, months !ater. 
It was printed and came all the 
way from Russia. It said that he was 
well, and working, and happy. Now 
they are waiting for his return. 

Come in. Ameriran friend, you are 
welcome in our home. Mother will 
be back in an hour. She is ."landing 
in line across the street, where ^hey 
have a special delivery" of fish on our 
meat ration cards.

When Mother comes back we have 
supper. We can't offer you turkey, 
but I know you are not asking for it. 
You came here to see how it is. and 
this is it. We have "verzauberte 
Schrippe." which would mean "be- 
witched bread" in your language It 
is meant U> be hamburger, but two 
thirds of bread replace the meat. 

Don't mind father's silence, please. 
He is not unkind, but he has become 
a little strange since the Russians 
imprisoned him — for nothing. He 
went to see a friend in the Russian 
Zone and was arrested as a spy. 
Those weeks have been hard on him, 
and he can't get over it so easily. 

And then at night, you lie awake 
and can t sleep. You listen to the 
barking of a dog who is as restless 
as you are.'

State Geological Survey Makes 
Comeback After Norwood Blaze 



Its program badly crippled by a 
cosuy lire just three months ago, 
the Kentucky Geological Survey now 
is engaged in making a comeback. 

Thoush virtually all of its prop- 
erties were lost in the flames which 
destroyed Norwood Hall on Uie Uni- 
versity ol Kentucky campus last 
Sunev authorities have 
a large scale research 
to be undertaken as funds 
become available. 

.Survey Keg an Last Summer 
The Survey came back into ex- 
istence only last summer when the 
Geological Division of the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Minerals was 
transferred to the UK Department 
of Geology. The Department of 
Mines and Minerals is a division con- 
cerned with safety inspection, polic- 
ing and administration, while the 
Geological Survey is an organiza- 
tion for research.

The fire that leveled Norwood hall 
set back the work of the Survey by 
at least five years, according to Dr. 
McParlan. Most damaging was the 
loss of records containing data sup- 
plying the basis for conclusions the

Routine work also has been ham- 
pered greatly. The Survey offices, 
for example, now occupy cramped 
quarters in the basement of Miller 
Hall. There are no publications to 
issue, the insurance providing funds 
for reprinting only the more vital 
ones.
